HAIFA. — Museum thefts, 
which have been plaguing 
continental collections of iate, 
have now spread to Haifa. 
During the past week, three 
Neilson medals were stolen 
from the Maritime Museum. 

The medals were on show 
in a glass case, are with 
a special Battle Trafalgar 
Exhibit, which included an 
1805 model of the H.M.S. Vie- 
tory, Nelson's flagship: an an- 
tique French copper plate 
plan of the battle; an na- 
val map and the original 


| copy of the “Times” of No- 


‘vember 7. 1805, in which the 
‘battle and Nelson's death 
were first reported. 

One of the three medals 
taken by the thief, who pre- 
sumably got into the Museum 
with a group of visitors, was 
a rare Bolton medal, struck 
in pewter, with Lord Nelson 
on one side and his fleet on 
the reverse, dated October 71, 
1895. It was presented to the 
survivors..of the battle. 

The other two medals 
Stolen, were commemorative, 
to mark the 100th and 159th 
anniversaries of Nelson's 
birth, made of silver and 
bronze respectively. The thief 
also took the typewritten de- 
scription of the medals. 

It ig feared that he may be 
a private collector who will 
be hard to discover. 

The medals were presented 
to the museum by a British 
Jewish donor.

It was presented tc the 
survivors of the battle. 

The other two medals 
stolen, were commemorative.

birth, made of silver and 
bronze respectively. The thief 
also took the typewritten de- 
scription of the medals.
